Coyote Bounty Set 
In Province 


In an effort. to conquer the increas- 
ing pestilence of coyotes in Alberta, 
new regulations covering the pay- 
ment of bounties have been announc- 
ed by the Hon. N. E. Tanner, Minis- 
ter of Lands and Mines. 

Between May ist; 1947, and Sept- 

ember 80th, 1947, $5.00 will be the 
bounty paid and between October 
lst and March 3ist, 1048, 63.00 will 
be paid, these é 
males and females, adults or pups, 

The bounty is to be paid only on 
coyotes taken in the Province, Ap- 
plications must be made on the pro- 
per form and the pelt must be pre- 
sented to one of :— 8 
1. Constable of the R. CM. 

2. Justice ot the Peace 
3 Commissioner for Oaths 


4. A game Officer or a Forestry Ot- 


ficer ?. 

The official will split both ears of 
the animal down the middle from the 
tip to the base and will return the 
pelt to the applicant for disposal as 
required. The applicant will be re- 
quired to produce evidence ag to time 
and place that each coyote was tak- 
en when making claim. No person 
holding a license to buy or sell fur 
shall be eligible to make application 
for the bounty,

It is pleasing to see that ee from 
somewhere has come before the Council, to instigate 
compulsery pasteurization within the town limits: Ag. 
ain Wainwright is behind the times in taking this step, 
for to our knowledge there happens to be at least 6 or 7 
other towns our size, in the rade tnt that insist on * 
mensure. 

Two of these towns that come to our minds, that recent- 
ly voted on the matter this spring, happen to be Fort 
Saskatchewan and Viking. Neither of hth had the fac- 
ilities to pasteurize milk at the time of voting. Since then 
steps have been taken to improve both these towns milk 
supply. There are several questions which come to mind 
when one considers the proposal. Wainwright at present 
has the facilities to pasteurize its milk supply, therefore 
the question takes on somewhat of a different angle. The 
other centres.didn’t have the head start that Wainwright 
now has, One might ask, is pasteurization necessary? 
Qur answer to that would be no, but the health authorit- 
ies , Provincial and Dominion, consider it advisable. The 
Health League of Canada have stressed this for many 
years now and through their efforts pasteurization is 
compulsory in most of Onario and Quebec. Milk is an 
_ ideal host for many disease germs, such as Typhoid, 
which may be present in the water supply, or such disease 
as Undulent Fever and T.B. may be transmitted from the 
dairy herd itself.

RACIAL BARRIERS IN JOBS 


The general principle that no man 
should have difficulty earning a liv- 
ing because of his race, color or re- 
ligion, is deeply embedded in the mind 
of Canadians, a big majority of whom 
would go so far as to crystallize -this 
concept into l. 

Because the suggestion has been 
made that Canadian provinces adopt 
@ Fair Employment Act, as already 
in force in some states across the 
border, tite Canadian Institute of 
Public Op:nion put the issue up to the 
Canadian electorate in this fashion: 

“In some parts of the United States 
it is against the law to refuse a man 
a job because of his race, color or re- 
ligion. Some people approve of this 
because it ensures equality for all; 
others disapprove, claiming it inter- 
teres with employéra, Would you ap- 
prove or disapprove of such a regula- 
tion in this province?” 

In no province, and in no gocial or 
economic growp of Canada, did the 
Institute find less than a majority 
support for such legislation. Nation- 
ally, taking all areas and groups in 
their proper proportion, the attitude 
of the country is as follows, the Poll 
finds:
